fire. And although (our knowledge and 
iudgement beeing cleared by the ſpi⸗ 
rit of God) wei bs able ſametimes to 
diſcerne betwerne good and entl}; vet 
pp reaſon ofthis body ol it 
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ſight be iuſtified. To euill there are 
man wapes, to god onely one wap. 
Euery vertue hath two extremes, and 


ſo ftraightly betwene the extremes, 
that he dw not at ſometime oꝛ other 
decline eyther to the right hande oꝛ fo

To much meate 
b:eedeth indigeſtion, to little maketh 
d bodte weake, Mant of exerciſe bꝛiæ⸗ 
deth ſickneſſe, t much labour is hurt⸗ 
full. Solitar ines maketh vs incline to 
melancholie, and to much conuer ſati⸗ 
on is impoꝛtunate. Riches are actom 
panyed with care, and pouertie ſubiect 
to ſoꝛrow. Df theſe and ſich like hee 
that will ſuck the werte, muſt nowe 
and then taſte of the ſow2ze, Cuerie 
commoditie bzinging with it the dil⸗ 
tommoditie. The Grecians pzayſe |: 
Hertules fo2 his foꝛce, but they accuſe | 
him of tyꝛannie. The Lacedemonians 
attribute much to Lycurgus foz his 
zeale to his Countrie: but they note 
bim of rigoꝛous ſeueritie, with the E⸗ 
gyptians Iſis is famous foꝛ patience, 
but condemned foz vnchaſtitie. The 
Athenians extol Plato foz his doctrine; 
but they carpe his vnſatiable coue⸗ 
fouſneſſe, The Romanes make Czſar 
to bee mercifall : and with all repoꝛt 
him haufie x pꝛoude. Homer inknow- 
ledge excellent: in ſpeache vaine. KA. 
Arn the Great ot noble * 124 
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vet to him remaineth a perpetuall blot 
of infamte, that in his furie he flewe 


Cliros his deareſt friende. Haniball of 
minde inuincible : yet ſtained with 
periurie. Traian à milde, gentle, and 
iuſt P2ince ; pet a wine bibber. Mar? 
cus Aurelius aboue all foꝛ his wiſe⸗ 
dome: vet amoꝛous. So that J may 
well conclude that as there is no bꝛead 
without bꝛanne, no nut without ſhel, 
notre without barke, no coꝛne with- 
out chaffe, no garden without weedes, 
no Mine without lees, no golde with- 
out dꝛoſſe: ſo no wyght that liueth 
bath lyued,o2 ſhall liue, onelpe man, 
without ſinne. The caution ſtandeth 
in this, that fo2 the bertue we allowe 
not the vice:noꝛ fo2 the vice,condemne 
the vertue, obſcuring the glozy of God 
in his creatures: but rather that wee 
knowe to diſcerne betweene the gab 
and the euill: miſtpking the euill fo a⸗ 
noyde it, liking the god to do it. From 
the dwing which god the farther wr 
fee our (clues of, touching our owne 
power, the moꝛe we haue fo ſtriue, to 


fake herde, and to watche: eſpecially 
ſeing

ſeeing to this our weakeneſſe, the ene 
mie doth oppoſe his ſtrength. The As 
polkle , 'hauing had a p2ofe thereof in 
x xet.5. 3. himſelfe compareth him vnto a Lyon, 
and not onelp onto a Lyon foꝛ his 
ſtrength, but to a roaring Lyon foz 


his grædineſle to deuour. The Lyon 


bi hunger : and beyng hunger bytten, 
bhatſoeuer is in his way pꝛapable, he 
taketh his pꝛay on it.

time: but ſware he neuer knewe him: 
and as it were, betoke himſelfe vnto 
the deuill if euer he knewe him 2 And 
that doth aggrauate the fault moſt of 
al, he did it knowing him to be. as mã, 
ſo God: hauing befoꝛe conſeſſed that 
he was Chꝛiſt the ſonne of the lining 
God. Thus denyed he his maiſter, his 
God, his ſaluation, wittingly, willings 
ly , euen againſt the teſtimonie of his 
owne conſcience. UWillingly J ſayds 
that noma thinke he did it againſt his 
will, foꝛ although he came not thither 
with will to denie him, vet when he 
ſawe the daunger, and peelded to the 
reaſon of fleſh + blod, he was bꝛought 
to will that which other wiſe he would 
not. Heere may we ſee a difference be⸗ 
tweene the ſinne wittinglp and wil⸗ 
lingly done againſt the conſcience, and 
the ſinne againſt the holy Ghoſt. Not 
euer p anne committed againſt ths

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The one in a cozner : the other in ſet 
and open iudgement. The one, though 


the grace of God and his conſcience, 
that hauing receiued his deaths woũd, 


Peters fall. 


The one denped 


that he knewe him, but ſpake no euill 


of him: the other abandoned the Goſ- 


pell as wicked, ſpeaking euill both ol 
Chꝛiſt and it.

he fo2(wke his maſter, vet ſerued he no 
idoles: The other not onely foꝛſwke 
Chꝛitt, but ſerued the denilt. This his 
finne ſo maliftoufly cõmitted, ſet ſuch 
a ſtoppe and ſhut ſuch a bolt betwerne 


whether by a man (as ſome thinke) oz 
by an Angell (as others wꝛite) oꝛ by a 
deuill (as we alſo reade) thꝛuſting his 
hand into his wound, he toke foꝛth an 
handfull of blood, and ſp2inckled it in 
the ayꝛe with theſe woꝛdes Viciſti Gap 
lee, viciſti.

Peter ſayde vnto him, Al- 
though all men shoulde be offended, 
yet will not I. He ſhould haue better 
conſidered the woꝛd ſpoken , and moꝛe 
deepely haue wayed p perſon of Chꝛiſt 
who ſpake it: oꝛ af the leaſt haue ad- 
ded to that his aſlertion, God by grace 
alſiſting me. But he was ſo farre off 
from any of this, that when Chꝛiſt re⸗ 
plyed, Verily I ſay vnto thee, this day 
euen in this night, before the cocke 
crowe twiſe , thou ſhalt denie mee 
thriſe: he ſapde moꝛe earneſtly, If I 
Should die with thee I will not denie 
thee, Feruentnes without grace ſmw⸗ 
theth the way to the greater fall. As 
Rabshakeh one of the captaines of the 
bolt of Senacherib king Aſſur ſaid vn⸗ 
to the counſellours of Hezekiah king 
B. iii. of 
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of Juda ( ſuppoſing that Hezekiah had 
repoſed in Egypt # Pharao.) Tell ye 
Hezekiah, Lo, thou truſteſt in this bro⸗ 
ken ſtaffe of reede, to wit, in Egypt & 
Pharao:on which if a mã leane, it will 
go into his had & pearce it: ſo is Pha⸗ 


tao king of Egypt to all that truſt in 


him. So map J ſay to cuery one who 


_ truffeth in his owne ſtrength, that he

leaneth but to a ſfaffe of a rede and 
the ſame bꝛoken. He thought vpõ ſtap, 
but he findeth the fall.

the earth. The wel liking of cur ſelues 


bꝛingeth to paſſe that oftentimes wer 


ſtande in our owne light, by reaſon

wed ſo, that we ſe it not, vntill ſodain- 
ly it clappe vs in the necke, And ma⸗ 
: Fee” nie 
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nie times euen there and then is grea⸗ 
teſt daunger , where and when wer 
thinke our ſelues molt ſafe and ſure. 


Agamemnon tn ten yeeres together in 
mozfall and blodie warres coulde ne⸗ 
uer be hurt: yet aiter when he thought 
leaſt of daunger, at home, in his owne; 


houſe , by his owne wife was. layne,y -: 


Senacherib had the conqueſt of many” 
coatries, in al which he eſcaped harm⸗ 
leſſe:pet at home in his owne connfrp 
in the temple of his idoles his owne 
ſonnes ſlew him. Julius Cæſar wins, 
ning the weſt part of p wozld,in 51. ſet 
battailes neuer reteiued daungerous 
ſtroke: yet after al his daũgers ſo hap⸗ 
pily eſcaped, at home in p Senat houſe, 
in the midſt of his nobilitie, and in his 
Parliament robes, he recetued 24. 
wounds, and al deadly. So far of from 
ſurmyle of any ſuch thing, that the 
nyght befoze at ſupper with his Nobt- 
litie he reaſoned pleaſauntly and me- 
rilie of the beſt kinde of death: and 
ſome affirming this, ſome that, his 
iudgement was fo2 concluſion , That 
death to bee beſt which was ſodayne.

14. u, mate the daughter of Herodias coulde 
with dzpe eyes beholde the heade of 
John the Baptiſt in the Platter all 
imbꝛewed with bled : ſo ſhe voyde of 
all compaſſion , could behold that dole⸗ 


full ſpectacle with gladneſſe. And as it 


were, not catiſfied with the blood of 
one, aſlapeth againe , & againe to ſpill 
moꝛe. When Alexander M. ſawe the 


dead bodie of Darius, and Iulius Cæſar 


the head of Pompet : and M. Marcel- 
lus Syracuſa burne: and Scipio Nu- 
mantia with man woman, and childe 
deſtroped: and Titus, the ffreetes of 
Mieruſalem running with ſtreames 
of blood: they could not reſtraine them⸗ 
ſelucs, but their eycs guſhed out with 
teares, yet moztall enemies.
